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In  addition  to  the  above  one  hundred  and  three  (103)  of 
those  placed  on  probation  during  the  year  were  arrested  by 
the  police  for  new  offenses  and  sentenced  on  the  new  charge, 
the  suspended  probation  case  not  being  brought  forward. 

In  seventy-six  (76)  cases  where  the  sentence  was  impris- 
onment in  jail  and  in  addition  to  pay  a  fine  and  costs  of 
court,  they  were  placed  on  probation  as  to  the  jail  sentence 
on  condition  that  the  fine  and  costs  were  paid.  In  this  man- 
ner eleven  thousand  three  hundred  forty-seven  dollars  and 
seventy-two  cents  (811,347.72)  has  been  paid  into  court. 

Twenty-six  (26)  others  were  allowed  the  privilege  of 
making  payments  to  the  Probation  Officer  on  instalments. 

In  several  cases  where  money  was  taken,  articles  lost, 
property  damaged  or  destroyed,  restitution  has  been  made, 
wholly  or  in  part,  to  the  amount  of  six  hundred  twenty-eight 
dollars  and  twenty-eight  cents  ($628.28),  which  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  complainants  in  settlement  of  their  losses. 

In  a  number  of  cases  of  non-support  now  pending  in  the 
Municipal  and  Superior  Courts  four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred seventy-eight  dollars  and  ninety  cents  (84,778.90)  has 
been  collected  and  payments  made  to  their  families. 

In  the  Superior  Court  forty-nine  (49)  men,  five  (5)  women

Of  these  forty-three  (43)  are  doing  well  and  their  con- 
duct is  satisfactory.  The  conduct  of  ten  (10)  has  been  un- 
satisfactory, one  has  been  convicted  of  crime  in  another 
state,  four  have  not  been  heard  from  and  one  has  paid  his 
fine  amounting  to  forty-two  dollars  and  fourteen  cents 
($42.14).  Several  placed  on  probation  in  1920  have  paid 
fines  amounting  in  all  to  one  hundred  seventy-eight  dollars 
and  fourteen  cents  (8178.14). 

One  young  man  placed  on  probation  in  1920  was  brought 
into  court  at  the  May  term  for  neglecting  to  make  the  re- 
quired payments  in  a  non-support  case.  He  was  sentenced 
to  the  county  jail.
